When the Crash Comes 


When the crash comes, men need God. 
Instinctively they turn to God then. And 
the way to find God is in his living Word, 
the Bible. Dr. George William Brown, 
General Secretary of the American Bible 
Society, in a striking article on “No Sub- 
stitute for the Bible,” tells of an experi- 
ence recalled from his college days when 
he was roused from sleep by the crash of 
a collision. “My roommate and I hastily 
dressed and went outside to witness the 
tragic and bloody after-effects of a seri- 
ous accident. It was a sobering experience. 


When we returned to our room I noticed 
that, before getting into bed, my roommate 
hunted up his Bible and read a chapter 
from it—the only time in a year’s living 
with him that I saw him look inside it. 
In that solemn hour when we had walked 
beside death he turned, not to great pas- 
sages of literature, not to the dissertations 
of any philosopher, not to any learned sci- 
entific treatise, but to his Bible.’ The 
theories and philosophies of men are found 
to be empty and useless when we face dis- 
aster and death. It is then that hearts are 
turned to the “Father of mercies, and the 
God of all comfort.” And God, in his 
infinite love and patience, is ready to speak 
to hearts that are turned to him by dis- 
aster even if they have grieved and wounded 
him by ignoring him most of the time. 
“Herein is. love, not that we loved God, 
but that he loved us” (1 John 4: 10).

How to be “Good” 


There is only one way to be good — 
and that is by being better. And how can 
anyone be better? By nature we are all 
“dead in trespasses and sins,” —and dead 
people cannot grow better. There is only

one way to-begin, and that is by being 
raised from the dead. So becoming either 
good or better must start with a miracle. 
This is exactly the miracle of salvation, 
when God says to those who receive his 
Son as their Saviour, “And you hath he 
made alive, who were dead in trespasses 


and sins” (Eph. 2:1). Then we have a 
life which is good indeed, for it is “the life 
that is Christ”; “he that hath the Son hath 
life’ (1 John 5:12). Christ can never 
be better than he is, for he is “the same 
yesterday, and to day and for ever” (Heb. 
13:8). But we must grow in grace or 
otherwise sin; if we do not grow in grace, 
thereby becoming better continually, we 
shall lose ground—we cannot stand still. 
We are told that the flyleaf of Cromwell’s 
Bible bore the words, “He who ceases to 
be better ceases to be good.” The Lord 
Jesus Christ wants his glory in believers 
to grow greater and greater, as “we all, 
with open face beholding as in a glass the 
glory of the Lord, are changed into the 
same image from glory to glory, even as 
by the spirit of the Lord” (2 Cor. 3: 18). 
“Therefore leaving the principles of the doc- 
trine of Christ [or, leaving the word of 
the beginning of Christ], let us go on unto 
perfection” (Heb. 6:1).

Why the Sins of Young People Today? 


I teach five different Bible classes, and I 
am more convinced every day that people do 
not know what sin is — from the Lord’s point 
of view. They think, because they are not 
thieves and liars, that they are not sinners. 
Young people do not know that everything 
and anything out of the revealed will of God 
is sin—A Tennessee reader. 


HERE is a widespread feeling among 
older Christians that the young peo- 
ple of today do not have the same 
sense of sin which we older folks had when 
we were young. This is only a partial 
truth. The nature of young people -has 
not changed, but the world is growing 
farther away from God. The standards of 
society have been lowered until only cer- 
tain gross sins, such as banditry, kidnaping, 
theft, and murder, really seem to be con- 
demned. 

One reason for this change of stand- 
ards is the teaching of modern psychology 
in our schools. The young people are 
actually taught to “express themselves,” 
even to the lowest passions of their nature. 
There is a repression and abandonment of 
moral standards. It is advocated and 
taught that nothing must be believed that 
cannot be “demonstrated” as truth. Young 
people are taught by precept and example 


that the restraint of appetite is weakness ; 
that smoking, drinking, public and private 
“petting,” and sex indulgence, are smart 
and show virility and strength. Things 
which we have always known as low, 
common, vulgar, or downright sinful are 
now considered clever and up-to-date. 
People are lionized today for doing things 
for which they would have been ostracized 
yesterday. Standards are gone. 

Let us remember, in dealing with young 
people or others about the sin problem, 
that the attitude toward sin depends on 
the angle from which it is viewed. 

An unsaved sinner thinks of sin only 
from the standpoint of what he has donc, 
and of the punishment attached to that 
deed. It is seldom, indeed, that he thinks 
of himself as the source of sin. He says, 
“T lied,” “1 stole,’ and so on. He is con- 
cerned with the deed and the consequcnces 
of that deed. Many do not even think of 
the thing they have done as sin, but only 
of the results of its being exposed. 

On the other hand, when a Christian is 
convicted of his sin, he thinks less of the 
deed, but more of the nature of the deed 
and the source from which it came. “/ 
did this,” “J am a liar,” “ZJ am a thief.” 
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He realizes that he himself is blameworthy, 
for he knew better; he knew that the thing 
was sin, because his conscience had been 
enlightened by the Holy Spirit. The un- 
saved sinner is: seldom, if ever, concerned 
about his life. We should never expect 
those who have not been : born-again to 
think of the nature that produced the sin. 


They cannot, because tney are. blind; they 
were born blind, 
Sin is more than doing things. Even 


many Christians forget thatthe one root 
sin is unbekef. It is the root that bears 
the many stalks which produce the fruit 
that we see today. Our Lord said of the 
Holy Spirit: “And he, when he is come, . 
will convict the world. in respect of sin, and 
of righteousness, and of judgment of ‘sin, 
because they BELIEVE not on me; of right- 
eousness, because 1 go to the Father, and 
ye behold’ me no more; -of judgment, be- 
cause’ the prince of this world hath -been 
judged” (John 16: 8-11, R. V.). No human 
being is able; of himself, to realize the 
significance and sinfulness of sin. There 
may possibly be a sense that one is wrong 
or out of place, but never: a conviction of 
sin. It is useless to look for this or ex- 
pect to find it in an unregenerate person 
until the Holy Spirit convicts’ him of sin. 
The Christian, also, must be enlightened 
by the same Holy Spirit; ‘not only of the 
sin of unbelief; which he does for the world, 
but of the terrible deplorableness of our 
nature, the source, the soil in which unbe- 
lief flourishes: ‘Then the: Christian be- 
comes more concerned’ about what he is 


_ there. really:.a hell?” 
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than what he does: What -he-is becomes 
the -terrible thing in his: thinking. 

Why is there s0 little conviction of ‘sin 
in the world‘these days? “Why the great 
upflaring of flagrant sins all over Amer- 
ica?) There -is but one real reason: the 
Holy Spirit cannot convict the world of 


sin, of righteousness, and of judgment ‘apart - 


from: the - believer,» This work is done 
through the believer. There can be but 
little conyiction in the world, either of un- 
belief or of unrighteousness, while many 
who. say that: they are Christians (be- 
lievers) tolerate the sin of unbelief in their 
oun lives, - 

Today it is openly questioned in Chris- 
tian. circles, 


our day?” “Is the Bible really a guide for 


‘these timés?” “Is it necessary to - believe 


in the virgin birth of our Lord?” - “Is 
“Are men really 
lost?” .“Is Jesus really coming back to 
this earth to reign?” The Holy Spirit 
came to corivict the world of the sin of 
unbelief, but can he do it when those who 
claim to ‘be believers publicly raise these 
questions? An axiom needs no proof. 
Truths like these need no intellectual dem- 
onstration. They need to be lived, not de- 
fended. - A life of faith is the demonstra- 
tion the Holy Spirit uses. to convict the 
world of its gross sin. The trouble today 
does not lie primarily in the young people, 
but in the older generation who live a 
life in which there is-little or no sign of a 
virile faith in ‘the safe-keeping power of 
the Lord Jesus Christ.

The Duty of Confession

Paul said, “Let him that stole steal no 
more” (Eph. 4: 28). 

Jesus said to the adulterous woman: : “Go; 
and sin no more” (John 8:11), not, con- 
féss or restore. 

How explain James 5: 16 and 1 John 1: 
9 in the light of this Shought ? 

Will appreciate very much the light of 
God’s Word on this — —A Pennsyl= 
vania reader. 

There is no Scripture telling us that ‘all 
siris must be confessed openly. There are 
various Scriptures giving us God’s will 
concerning confession; but the unscriptural 
idea that there must be public or open con- 


fession of every sin before the individual. 


can be “right with God” and have peace 
and victory has done vast harm. It is a 
prominent teaching in the so-called Oxford 
Group Movement, or Buchmanism, and 
those accepting it have. been brought into 
serious bondage and confusion. 


. is broken by any sin; 





Confession of our sins to God is our 
duty and privilege. After we have come 
to God as lost sinners and have received 
his. Son -as our Saviour, 
with God through our Lord Jesus Christ” 
(Rom. 5:1). We have a Saviour, then, 
who not only. has saved us from, the eter-. 
nal death-penalty of. our sins but who 
can keep us from sinning; thus John-writes: 
“My little children,. these things write I 
unto you, that ye sin not” (1 John 2:1). 
But suppose we. sin after we are-saved? 
John continues: “And if any: man sin, we 
have an advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous.” And. just before 
this, John has written: “If we confess 
our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us. from all un- 
righteousness.” Our fellowship with God 
that fellowship, can 
be restored only as we turn to God in con- 
fession; then instantly he forgives, cleanses, 
and_ restores the fellowship. 


But confessing to God, alone with him,, 


is very different from confessing publicly, 
or to any human being. The Scriptural 
principle in connection with confessing to 
others is, generally speaking, that such con- 
fession should be made only when it will 
help to right a wrong done to others by 
our sin, or help to restore the confidence 
of others who may have known of our sin. 
When any sin of ours is known to others, 
or to the public, it may be God’s will that

“we have. peace - 
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we should confess to them, or. — public ' 
confession. 

The' same~is true of resticution: If we 
have injured another by some wrongdoing, 
and are able to make’ restitution for the 
injury, it. is our duty to do so,— unless: 
making such restitution would: do more 
harm than good, as-it might’ under. some 
circumstances: There may: be sins- affect- 
ing or injuring: others for which we can- 
not make’ restitution. - Then the matter is 
to be committed wholly to God in con- 
fession, and we are to. look: to him ‘to deal 
with the whole matter and undo the injury 
so far as it is in his power to do. 

The passage in James 5:16 has been 


misunderstood by some earnest: Christiaris, - 


who have mistakenly thought it was a com- 
mand to. universal and -complete. confes- 
sion of all sins. It occurs in a passagé on 
the miraculous healing of the sick in an- 
swer to prayer, setting forth the principle 
of such faith-healing, and not at all sug- 
gesting that it is always God’s will thus. 
to heal.. “The prayer of faith’ that God 
thus honors in healing miraculously is a 
distinctive and exceptional prayer, for it is 
directly. connected, by James, with Elijah’s 


‘prayer that there should be no rain_ for 


three years: an experience that certainly 
does not authorize Christians today to pray 
without qualification either for drought or 
for rain. When, in answer to this ex- 
ceptional and divinely. given “prayer of 


_faith,”. God heals the sick, James adds: 


“and if he- have committed .sins, they shall 
be forgiven him.”» The obvious connection 
there is that, if the sickness is the conse- 
quence of sin, the bodily healing and spir- 
itual ‘forgiveness go together. Then James 
continues: “Confess your faults one to 
another, and pray one for another, that ye 
may be healed.” 

As sound commentators have pointed out, 
the word here for “faults” is not the word 
for sins, It is “your falls and offences, in 
relation to one another.’ It is such a 
case as the Lord took up in Matthew 5: 
23, 24. If we have injured a fellow Chris- 
tian-we must go to him, confess, and be 
reconciled. 

Matthew Henry in his fine old Com- 
mentary says Of the passage in James: 
“Where persoris have injured one another, 
acts of injustice must be confessed to those 
against whom. they have been. committed. 
Where persons have tempted one another 
to sin, or have consented in the same -evil 
actions, there they ought mutually to blame 
themselves and excite each other to repent- 
ance. Where crimes are of a public nature, 
and have done any public mischief, - there 
they ought to be more publicly confessed, 
so. as may -best reach-to all. who are con- 
cerned. . And sometimes it may be well to 
confess our faults to some prudent minister 
or praying friend, that he may help us to 
plead with God for mercy and pardon. But 
then we are not to think that James puts 
upon us telling everything that we are con- 
scious is amiss im ourselves or in one an- 
other ; but so far as confession is necessary 
to our reconciliation with such as are at 
variance with us, or for reparation of 
wrongs done to any, or for gaining infor- 
mation_in any point of conscience and 
making our own spirits quiet.and easy, so 
far we should be ready to confess our 
faults.”

An effective means of reaching the 27,000,000 not 
in church or Sunday school

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dawned in the ministry of the writer 

when he came to see that a child 
could be led to Christ, in personal work, 
anywhere, in exactly the same way as an 
adult could, only that the message: must 
be made so simple that a child could really 
understand it. 

This came about through the reading of 
this statement in.a sermon by Charles H. 
Spurgeon: “A child of five, if properly 
instructed, can as really accept Christ and 
be regenerated as anyone.” 

When I read that statement. I did not 
believe it at all, but the Holy Spirit kept 
bringing it to my attention and pressed 
it upon my conscience day and night, with 
the major emphasis on regeneration. 

I knew what a marvelous-work the Word 
of God taught that the miracle of regenera- 
tion is: I also knew what a blessed and 
abiding miracle it had been in my own life. 
I saw that if children could really be. re- 
generated a door of opportunity for evan- 
gelism lay open before us that we were not 
entering. 

I knew that cogumerdion was always 
instantaneous, and that if a child could be 
brought to regeneration it would mean the 
instantaneous salvation of that child,

Tue Lost STATE oF CHILDREN 


I knew from experience and observation 
that if children were allowed to, grow up 
without having accepted the Lord they were 
often very hard to bring to repentance; 
and I had known children in the families 
of very good Christians to grow up and die 
unsaved, 

At that time I did not know that the 
Lord Jesus taught with. great clarity that 
children are lost. It seems to me that iff 
order to get-a true understanding of what 
the-Bible teaches about children, and:.their 


-evangelization,: we must start with his: dec- 


laration in Matthew 18:11, “The Son of 
man is come to save that which was lost.” 
This statement was made in our’ Lord’s 
discourse on children, so beyond question 
refers to children. I do not think he meant 
to tell us that infants are lost, or to ‘tell 
us at what age children reach account- 
ability and are hence lost. The Scriptures 
nowhere give an age when children become 
responsible. What the Lord did declare 
is the potential lost state of every child. 
That is, if a child, any child, grows up 
without being won to Christ, he is lost, 
and lost eternally unless he is won later. 
Since this is true, if a child can be 
brought to regeneration while he is still 
a child, it should be done at that time by 
all means. This is the only safe way, and

the way of safety .is the way of love. 

If I love my child I do not want to risk 
having him grow up without having ac- 
cepted Christ, if it is possible to bring 
him to regeneration when a child. 


Cuitpren Are Easy To WIN 

Our Lord declared, “Except ye be con- 
verted, and become as little children, ye 
shall not enter into the kingdom of heaven” 
(Matt. 18:3). Little children are humble; 
little children are teachable; little children 
are trustful, and these three characteristics, 
on the human side, are the essentials for 
sound evangelism, 

In an adult, or even an older child there 
are none of these essentials, naturally, For 
that reason in all adult evangelism our 
major effort, in prayer and preaching, has 
been to bring men to repentance —to get 
them to be willing to come to the Lord. 

The Lord Jesus calls little children 

“sheep” (Matt. 18:12-14). Sheep ‘are 

docile and easily led. So it is with little 
children. But because children are easily 
led many doubt the genuineness of the de- 
cisions of‘ ‘children, when they profess ~'to 
accept Christ. It is agreed that great care 
should be exercised so that children may 
not be forced to accept Christ, or led to 
do’ so superficially, because others do. 
However, that does not argue for a moment 
that a little child cannot make a genuine 
heart decision, 

Again children are more readily convicted 
of sin than adults. When the effort is 
made to bring them to see that they are 
sinners and need a Saviour, the Holy Spirit 
always convicts them. This is readily seen 
by a real soul-winner. They usually yield 
quickly to conviction by the Holy Spirit, 
with a readiness that is seldom manifest 
in an adult. 

For this very reason some again doubt the 
reality of child conversions, because they 
cannot see the depths of conviction of? sin 
which they demand. Holy -Spirit convic- 
tion can be real without seeming as deep 
as is necessary in the case of a hardened 
sinner, 

In the same way teat the Cabonsy work 
of Christ is presented’ to:a child, as his only 
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usually 
instantly RRS quickly 
brings these blessed ihe Hol to his conscious- 


ness, because there is no resistance on his 
part. Real child evangelism always causes 
the child to face out his own. sin, and to 
see in the finished work of Christ on the 
cross his only hope of salvation. When 
this is done, and especially when done in 
personal work with each child, there will 
be a larger percentage of real regenerations 
in child evangelism than in adult evangel- 
ism. I. make this statement after thirteen . 
years of constant experience and observa- 
tion of professed child conversions. 


SEEKING THE STRAYING SHEEP 


Our Lord has given us definite, abiding 
instructions regarding the evangelization of 
children, as well.as their lost state: 


1. He has made the Christian father 
responsible for bringing up his own chil- 
dren in the “nurture” of the Lord (Eph. 
6:4). You cannot nurture lost children 
without bringing them to Christ for salva- 
tion. It is the duty of every Christian 
father to evangelize his children. I believe 
God -will hold every Christian father re- 
sponsible for this task. I believe that every 
child in a Christian family would be saved 
if the father did his full duty. 

2. The Lord Jesus commanded Peter to 
“feed” His “lambs.” He was not talking 
to Peter as a father but as a leader in 


‘the Church. You cannot feed lost lambs. 


Our Lord made it the duty of the pastors, 
Sunday school teachers, and others, to evan- 
gelize the children of the church and Sun- 
day school. . I believe if this-were prayer- 
fully done early enough every child in the 
Sunday school would be led to Christ, 


3..In Matthew 18 the Lord Jesus gives 
instructions regarding the straying chil- 
dren — those not in a: Christian home, not 
in a Sunday school or church. Here he 
places the responsibility for the “finding” 
of these children (and that surely means 
their evangelization) upon all the disciples. 
There are 27,000,000 such children in the 
United States and Canada today. They are 
our responsibility. God will! hold us ac- 
countable for them, 

Our Lord said that just as a shepherd 
would go out after a straying sheep’ so 
we should go out, even into the “moun- 
tains,” and seek ‘these straying children 
(Matt. 18:12, 13). 

But where did this shepherd find his 
straying sheep—out in the mountains or 
in the fold? Do you see the picture of 
this shepherd out seeking, seeking for his 
lost sheep, and then suddenly he spies it? 
One moment that sheep was lost and the 
next moment he was found — and ‘the shep- 
herd’s heart was full of joy. Do you not 
see that our Lord was telling us to go out 
in personal work and win these straying 
children — win them one by one, and: win 
them where they are? Do not wait ‘te 
bring them to the fold first; but “find” 
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them out there and’ be~so sure that they 
are found as to rejoice over their salvation 
then and there. When the Lord’s people 


do this; and to the extent they do it, . 


these millions of neglected: boys and girls 
: will be brought to‘know the Lord. : 


TrustTInG CHILDREN TO THE Sprrit’s CARE 


Many are unwilling to evangelize children 
unless they have had years of teaching “by 
us.” This is all wrong. Many ‘children in 
America know and believe the great truths 
which lie at the foundations of true evangel- 
ism, Hence all they need is to be brought to 
face their sin. and the acceptance of the 
Saviour. They believe that there is a 
God ;: they believe that the Bible is God’s 
Word; they: believe in Heaven and hell; 
they believe in the fact and curse of sin; 
they believe that Jesus is the Son of God, 
and that he died on the cross to save us. 
But they do not understand salvation by 
grace through faith, and do not know how 
to come to Christ for salvation.. The aver- 
age American child can be led to a definite 
and genuine acceptance of Christ in one 
conversation, anywhere — in a home, on the 
sidewalk, or in a park. The writer has 
dealt- with thousands of. such children in 


almost every kind of environment, and has - 


rarely found an exception. . 

Many of the Lord’s people do not have 
the faith to believe that the Holy Spirit 
will care for a saved child, if we lead 
him to Christ and are unable to follow 
him up with our teaching. Some go. so 
far as to say that it is doing more harm 
than good to lead children to Christ when 
we cannot follow them up. 
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But. we can follow them up’im prayer,’ 
and God does follow them up, for he tells 
us so in his Word. He gives every be- 
lieving child a guardian anget to care for 
him (Matt. 18:10). Is not every believing 


child. also indwelt by the Holy Spirit? If ~ 


the Lord gives these things: to believing 
children, will he-not, through our prayers, 
find a way to bring these little ones to” 
where they can be taught, if we trust him, 
and will not the Holy Spirit teach them 
in the meantime? 

The writer is deeply convinced that the 
widespread movement among children with 
which he is officially connected is in large 


part the result of believing prayer of many . 


of God's people who were burdened on be- 
half of the millions of neglected children, 
and for the many thousands of children 
who had been led to Christ and could not 
be definitely followed up by them. God 
ts able and God cares. Our Lord has de- 
clared that it is not the will of our Father 
in Heaven “that one of these little ones 
should nerish”. (Matt. 18:14). 

May we pray and labor for their salva- 
tion. Wil .you join a host of others in 
praying. that.every child, of these millions, 
may have a chance to accept the Lord? 
May we go out after them where they 
are— win them and bring them in if we 
can, and follow them up in every way 
possible. May we then follow all. of those 
won, with prayer, that our God may keep 
them and lead them if not while children, 
then as they become older, to where they 
can be fed on the Word and into the fel- 
lowship of God’s people.

A National Call to Christian Students

F WE knew that there was a hostile 
| army in the United States five times 

as large as the military forces Italy has 
gathered for the suppression of Ethiopia, 
would we not be alarmed for our safety? 
Yet at this very hour there is an army cf 
no less than five hundred thousand armed 
criminals intent on far more serious degra- 
dation and destruction than a foreign force. 
The fact that the members of this great 
army of public enemies of civilization are 
scattered renders this menace only a trifle 
less serious and important. 

“We hear of possible war waves,” says 
The Presbyterian, “and seek to be safely 
provided against invasion by spending hun- 
dreds of millions in defense on land, on 
sea, and in the air. But the most thought- 
ful tell us that a crime wave is upon us. 
A worse one is forming to come crashing 
down upon us. This is fact, not fancy 
or a dream. We are urged to prepare our- 
selves for its coming, or to provide, if 
possible, against its coming.” Earl W. 
Evans, president of the American Bar As- 
sociation, said in an address before that 
body, that the very life of the nation is in

danger. He asserted that our crime bill 


had. -riow: reached $12,000,000,000 annually. 

The Protestant Church is largely to 
blame for these terrible conditions that 
confront us today. . We have been con- 
cerned about the intellectual development 
of our boys and girls to the utter neglect 
of their religious training. We not only 
have taken the Bible out of our schools, 
but have failed to teach it in our homes, 
until today there is less Bible taught in 
our homes and in our schools than at any 
time in the history of America. Millions 
of people are godless themselves, and they 
will rear irreligious and immoral children. 
Millions of these children do not come un- 
der the influence of our churches and Sun- 
day schools. Even of those who do re- 
ceive some religious instruction, millions 
are breaking away from restraints and are 
being drawn into worldliness and wicked- 
ness. 

Judges of juvenile courts, appalled by 
the constantly increasing stream of youth- 
ful offenders brought before them, have 
said to the church: 
way to reach the children of. America; 
if you can find no way to ground: them in 
religion and morals, the State must take 
over the task in the interest of self-preser- 


“If you do not find a’ 
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vation:”~ But “it is impossible for’ a nation 
that guarantees religious freedom to take 
ovér the task of Christian education. While 


- the State is responsible for the intelligence 


of her citizens, the church must assume 


the obligation for their character. A. promi- 


nent military official recently remarked: 
“The army cannot save America; the navy 
cannot save America; nothing but multi- 
plying Sunday schools until they are as 
thick as schoolhouses can save America.” 

However, the church is woefully handi- 
capped in its task by the urgent need of 
Christian teachers. Ii the church is to 
assume its responsibility for reaching, 
teaching, and saving the thirty-six million 
Bibleless and teacherless children and ado- 
lescents in the United States, it means that 
half a million new volanteer teachers must 
be discovered and trained this year and 
every year. 

The teacher stands central in the whole 
church program. If the teacher fails, the 
Sunday school fails; if the Sunday school 
fails, the church fails. The church must 
teach or: die. The teacher is the supreme 
factor in any school. It is the pupil’s con- 
tact with life, and not with books, that 
really affects his own life. Probably as 
high as eighty-five per cent of education 
depends upon the teacher. 

If so much is dependent upon the teacher, 
ought he not be carefully prepared and 
trained? Seminaries are endowed and sup- 
ported for the preparation of pastors. What - 
is done for the training of Christian 
teachers? Men and women should not be 
blamed because they feel incompetent to 
teach. Probably they are. The church 
must take the blame for their lack of 
preparation. For the most part, Sunday 
school. teachers are men and women with 
limited education and entirely without peda- 
gogical training or instruction in a syste- 
matic course of the Bible. These teachers 
enter the Sunday schools conscious of their 
limitations and they are willing to learn, 
but no provision has been made for teacher 
training. 

To meet this appalling situation and 
provide for this national need, the Evan- 
gelical Teacher Training Association has 
been called into existence. This new or- 
ganization is directed by Robert C. Mc- 
Quilkin, D.D., President of Columbia Bible 
College; Elbert L. MecCreery, D.D., of the 
Bible Institute of Los Angeles; Clarence 
H. Benson of the Moody Bible Institute; 
J. Oliver Buswell, D.D., of Wheaton Col- 
lege; William B. Riley, D.D., of the North- 
western Evangelical Seminary; and Dixon 
A. Burns of the .Toronto Bible College. 
Sixty-four Bible institutes, colleges, and 
seminaries are now Offering its Standard 
Training Course. . At a recent meeting 
special action was taken whereby students 
in colleges affiliated with the Association 
might qualify for the diploma of the Asso- 
ciation without lengthening their regular 
course. College graduates holding the 
diploma of the Association are urgently 
needed today for the purpose of conducting 
teacher training classes in local churches. 
As the young men and women whom they 
will train will be the means of reaching 
the millions of teacherless children and 
young people in America, the results of this 
ministry will be far reaching. 

Just what it means for a college student 
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to hold the diploma of the Association can 
be summed up in the following paragraphs: 


1. It means that he has completed an 
unusually fine course in teacher training. 
The Standard Training Course meets the 
collegiate recommendation of 432 hours (24 
semester hours), and the normal school 
requirement of residence work. This 
course, which is four times as long and 
contains seven.times the Bible content re- 
quired by the highest existing standards, 
provides a training for the Christian 
teacher that approximates that of the pub- 
lic school instructor. 


2. It means that he-has been approved 
by the Evangelical Teacher Training As- 
sociation as a life instructor of the Pre- 
liminary Training Course in any church 
or community class, and entitled to secure 
at cost the manuals which have been pre- 
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pared for these classes of the Association. 
The use of. manuals instead. of textbooks 
will reduce the student’s expense and will 
permit a registration fee as an honorarium 
for the teacher, 


3. It means that ail pupils in the Sunday 
school or Daily Vacation Bible School re- 
ceiving his instruction will be entitled to 
the pupil’s diploma of the Association, when 
graduating from the Primary, Junior, In- 
termediate, or Senior Departments. 

4. It means that if he has specialized in 
Children’s Work, he is now qualified to 
serve as the superintendent of the Begin- 
ners, Primary, or Junior Department, or 
if he has specialized in Adolescent Work, 
he is qualified to serve as the superintend- 
ent of the Intermediate, Senior, or Young 
People’s Department.

A New Aasoviaiion ‘to Combat Evolutionism 


The announcement and constitution of a recently formed organization 
ae! to unite professors and students who "ballovs God's Word 


Siete 














ELIEVING as we do that God is the 
B author of all true science as well as 
of the Christian Scriptures, we de- 
plore the present situation in which, under 
the dominance of the evolution theory, the 
educated world has largely accepted the 
idea that science has*proved many import- 
ant tenets of the Christian faith to be false. 
We believe that many scholars all over 
the world are not content to allow this 
situation to continue. 

We. believe that the philosophy of nature 
which is based on the theory of evolution 
is false, and we recognize many instances 
where the adoption of this theory has led 
scientists to conclusions which are flatly 
contradicted by objective facts and common 
sense. In opposition to this naturalistic 
philosophy, we take the position that God 
not only created matter in the beginning, 
but that he is still in direct control of all 
the processes and phenomena of nature; 
and although he conducts the affairs of his 
universe in orderly ways which we term. the 
laws. of nature, yet he can act and has 
acted in other ways which transcend and, 
in our finite knowledge; seem contrary to 
what we call natural law. 

Especially must we emphasize the great 
truth that there are no present-acting natu- 
ral processes which can explain how any- 
thing really originated in the beginning. 
From.this utter failure to explain origins 
in terms of present processes, we rightly 
infer that there must.have been a real 
Creation: (1) of the stuff of which the 
universe is made; (2) of the first forms 
of organic life; (3) of typical. examples 
of all the distinct kinds of plants and ani- 
mals; and (4) of man. Thus we are com- 
pelled to own that, while the perpetuation 
of the present order of things may be 
termed natural, yet the origins of all things 
were not natural, but distinctly super- 
natural. 

By the Christian view of nature we ar- 
rive at a conception of the origin and his« 
tory of plants and animals more reasonable 
than can be obtained by following the 


theory of evolution. The results of true 
science are seen to be in full accord with 
the Bible record, taking the latter in its 
simple and natural meaning. 

But while Christian scholars are out of 
harmony with the teachings of evolution- 
ary geology and biology, as well as with 
the materialistic set-up of psychology and 
sociology as taught at the present time in 
many colleges and universities, it is a mat- 
ter of regret that they do not agree as to 
the best method of meeting these errors, 
In the field of geology, for example, many 
accept the history of the rocks and the 
fossils as taught by the evolutionists, but 
think that the six periods of the first chap- 
ter of Genesis must correspond with the 
geological ages. Others say that these 
“ages” never really occurred, but the ani- 
mals and plants found in the rocks were 
contemporary, :not consecutive, and the 
Flood was responsible for the fossils. Still 
others assert that the six periods of Crea- 
tion. were really periods of reconstruction 
of a previously ruined world, though in 
holding this view they seldom attempt to 
decide what was the actual geological his- 
tory of the earth. In other words, those 
who believe in the inspiration and accuracy 
of the Bible, and agree in condemning the 


‘ teaching of evolution, do not by any means 


agree among themselves about some of 
the most vital parts of their belief. 

For these reasons a number of Chris- 
tian scholars have united to form The Re- 
ligion and Science Association, their object 
being to take a united stand against the 
theory of evolution all around us, and to 
study all aspects of natural science in their 
relation to the Christian religion. Three 
main purposes have been before the minds 
of the organizers: First, to correct the 
errors into which the false philosophy of 
evolution has led modern scholars; second, 
to settle as definitely as possible what 


should be believed by Christians -en all. ‘of' 


those vexed points wherein modern science 
seems to be in conflict with the Christian 
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faith; third, to make public their findings 
on. these matters, 


Co-operation: in this work from all per- 


sons sympathetic with these purposes will 
be welcomed. An active and enlightened 
program has been planned, Persons who 
may desire membership in the Association 
will please write to the President or Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, as given herewith. .

Tue ConstTITUTION OF THE ASSOCIATION — 


1. The name of this organization shall 
be The Religion and Science Association, 


2. The purpose of this association shall 


be to investigate various problems of sci-. 


ence in their relation to religious belief, 
particularly their relation to the Holy 
Scriptures, and to make public the findings 
of such investigations. 


3. The officers and members assert theit‘ 
disagreement with the principle of evolutidn 
which governs so much of the thinking of 
modern sciéntists, this principle being that 


nature must be interpreted solely in terms 


of commonplace or “natural” processes, 
through the alleged action of matter upon 
matter in accordance with: the so-called 
“properties” of matter. 


various phenomena of nature are only the 


objectified ways in which the God of nature: 
conducts the affairs of his tniverse; that’ 


he is not hampered by any so-called “laws” 
of nature or “properties” of matter; and 
that he has often made matter act in ways 
that transcend what we call the natural 
processes, They affirm their belief that 
definite acts of fiat creation were used in 
the origin and the ordering of this earth 
and its inhabitants, and alsovin the rest of 
the universe. They also affirm that the 
Bible account of the origin and history of 
the earth and of mankind is ‘correct and 
should be believed. 


4. The governing body of this associa- : 


tion shall be a Board of five Directors, 
who shall select a President, a Vice-Presi- 
dent, a Secretary-Treasurer, and

Why Attend a Bible School ? 


Where young people find many blessin 
Geddes thorough knowledge ' ‘ot the Bible

STAUNCH friend of Bible schools 
A was heard to say that she felt that 

a young. person is most unfortunate 
who must start out irito life without the 
background of Bible institute training. It. 
is difficult sometimes to grasp the view- 
point of parents. who desire the best spir- 
itually for their children, and. yet think it 
matters little whether or not Bible school 
training is included in preparation for life. 
. One. mother, when approached on_ the. 
subject, said: -“My daughter . has . been 
brought up in a Christian home with more. 
opportunities for Bible study and spiritual 
growth than most young people. Why 
should she spend time in a Bible school. 
where she will receive little that she does 
not already know?” But several years. 
afterward, the mother herself decided - to. 
spend some time.in a Bible school to en-. 
courage a weak friend who would not go. 
alone, and later admitted that. her opinion 
of a Bible institute had been wrong... She 
was surprised to learn how intensive as 
well as extensive was the work accom- 
plished. 


Beside Bible study, a Bible institute 
course includes many things necessary for. 
the Christian who wants a symmetrical. 
preparation for the Lord’s. work. First, 
one cannot spend along period in a Bible 
school without acquiring a burden for the 


unsaved. . Students are urged to speak to . 


those they meet about the matter of» sal- 
vation, It is doubtful whether many of 
those students would have acquired: that 
habit away from a Bible institute. 

A. student on her way to church one 
Sunday morning remembered a soul-stirring 
story of one of the great soul-winners of 
a past generation, who found that a stréet 
car was such a fine “fish pond.” 
and. from the city, he would. make it a 
point to sit beside some man who was 
alone, and then like Philip, he “preached 
unto him Jesus.” 
ing this, spoke to a woman who was sitting 
next to her. The woman was responsive, 
and-in the course of the -conversation, it 
developed that her occupation was para- 
chute jumping!” I. think she was killed 
later, and how tragie it would have been, 
if she had not heard the Gospel mapeags 
that morning! 


‘In a Bible school not only is the desire 
implanted in the heart to speak to the un- 
saved, but one is taught how to do it, 
so that much of the fear that ‘seizes the 
would-be soul-winner is lost. And the stu- 
dent is not only taught. the theory of per- 
sonal work, but in class individuals are 
asked to tell just how they have dealt 
with specific cases. Then there is the com- 
mitting to memory of the necessary Scrip- 
ture, without which a soul-winner’ is as

’ Another important thing which comes to 
one during a Bible school course is a great 


love for the mission~ field. -The ‘student - 


finds a missionary atmosphere in the class- 


‘'room, as the different fields are studied, 


bit in addition to that, there is the personal 
contact with missionaries, There are few 
places where it is possible to meet so many 
missionaries as in a Bible school. They 
enjoy ‘such an atmosphere and many of 
them include weeks or months there in 
their furlough program, so the students 
haye the privilege of private interviews and 
also hear the public messages of these men 
and women wlio are so well equipped to 
talk of the conditions in lands across the 
sea. Outlooks are changed as the new stu- 
dents hear for the first time, perhaps, much 
about the work of the foreign field as welt 
as mission work in our own land, and the 
missionaries one hears at a Bible school 
are not the ones who go out just to give 
social uplift to the heathen, but. who know 
Christ, believe his Word, and want the 
natives in dark lands where he is not known 
to hear the Gospel. : 
Then there is the practical work. Soon 
after arriving, students are assigned to has- 
pital, jail, county home, mission, or factory, 
to put into practice what is being learned, 
and when they leave the school and begin 
their ministry, there is a feeling of confi- 
dence which experience gives, -- 
- And the sweet’ fellowship with kindred 
spirits is’ no small part of those years. 
One member of a Bible school faculty says, 
“The cream of the young life of America 
is here.” It is a privilege to mingle, espe- 
cially in the years before character is en- 
tirely formed, with many of the young peo- 
ple who have the ‘loftiest of aspirations. 
Lasting friendships -are formed with the 
sort of people ore wants as friends. Some- 
times in small towns it is difficult to find 
just the type of friend a Christian young 
person wants, but there are many of them 
in Bible school. 
-- And a word about the atmosphere must 
not be omitted. Co-operation ‘and eagerness 
to work in-harmony is -what I have’ seen. 
Of course, entering: a ‘Bible: institute does 


not make a spiritual giant of a young per- 


son. There is growth in grace and there 
must be allowance for poor-training and 
lack of discipline in some’ homes, but on 
the whole a Bible school atmosphere is fine. 

Even if young men or young women are 
planning to marry and settle down in their 
own home in the United States, they will 
make better husbands: and wives, better 
fathers and mothers, if they have Bible 
school training. One consecrated young 


woman did just that, and she :was: able - 


to lead. her husband out from a-cold sort 
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of Christianity . until Christ..was. the. head 


Of -the home in-a very real. way. . Bible 


elasses - have been formed. which .meet--in 


_ this home two nights a. week,. the wife con- 


ducting one, the husband the other. One 
son volunteered for the mission field be- 
fore he was ten -years of age. - 

It would require a book to tell of all the 
benefit and inspiration that is ‘tc be gained 
from a Bible school course, benefit: that. it 
is difficult to find elsewhere, -In most 
churchés Bible study -is very limited, and 
in churches where Sunday night service 
has: been discontinued and:prayer meeting 
is a. thing of. the past, Bible instruction 
for the young is confined to a few minutes 


on Sunday morning. Of course a summer . 


Bible conference is fine, but very brief com- 


pared to intensive study through the entire _ 


year. 

There are Christians today who would, 
if God had seen fit to entrust them with 
sufficient income, use a large part of it to 
send through Bible schools consecrated 


young people of unusual ability who want 


to prepare for Christian work. Those 
whose héarts are in Bible school, but who 
cannot give as they wish, may spend time 
in prayer, asking that the young people, 
whose lives would be enriched by this 
experience and who would go out to pass 
on to the world what they have received, 
may have the longed-for opportunity.

Approach. to the Lesson 


: “HEN God called Abraham, the 
a first Hebrew, he called him to be 


a ‘blessing to all nations of the 
earth. The Gospel was always intended 
for all men. To this end Israel was chesen 
as God’s people. Yet it required a special 


‘ miracle revelation to make Peter, leader 
‘of the Christian Jews, willing fo carry out 


this program. Peter was one of the fore- 
runners of Paul, apostle to the Gentiles. 
In the wisdom of God, it was Peter, apostle 
to the circumcision, who opened the door 
to the Gentiles; he, not Paul, was the 
preacher when the Holy Spirit was first 
poured out upon the Gentiles. It was a 
crisis for the infant Church when it faced 
this question of the relation between Jew 
and Gentile, between law and grace, be- 
tween man’s way and God’s way. Well 
for the Church, and for us, that the ques- 
tion was not left for Peter or Paul to 


decide. God decided it, and directed it, 


The Historical Setting 
We haye considered the conversion of 





Paul, recorded in Acts 9, as occurring in 
A. D. 34. The imprisonment of Peter, re- 
corded in Acts 12, was in A. D. 44. The 
conversion of. Cornelius, recorded in Acts 
1o and 11, may be put about A. D. 40. 
Paul wrote Romans about A, D. 58. 


Verse by Verse 


Acts 11:5.—In the city of Joppa. The 
modern Jaffa, on the Mediterranean, about 
thirty miles south of Cesarea (Jonah 1: 
3; Acts 9:36). Praying. And getting 
an answer far beyond all expectations (cf. 
Acts 6:4). 


Verse 8—Not so, Lord. Recognizing 
the voice as from God. It was like Peter 
to contradict the Lord (Matt. 16:22; 26: 
35; John 13:8). But this expression is 
not intended as a willful disobedience to 
Christ's command. Nothing common. or 
unclean hath at any time entered into my 
mouth, Indicating that .Peter from his 
childhood had been faithful to the law, 
also that as a Christian he had no thought 
of not going on with the observance of the 
ceremonial law, at least in the matter of 
eating (cf. .Mark 7:19, R. V.). 

Verse 9.—What God hath cleansed. The 
distinction between clean and unclean ani- 
mals was one of the features of the law 
given through Moses; it served-to separate 





the people of God from the other nations; 
it served to teach them the difference be- 
tween holy and unholy; it was a shadow 
of the spiritual things to come (Heb. 8: 
5; 9:0; 10; cf. Acts 10::28),: - 


Verse 14.—Shall be saved. A number of 
scholars believe that Cornelius, like , the 
godly Jews of the old dispensation, had: 
saving faith, and that this expression refers 
to the fuller manifestation of salvation in 
the baptism of the Spirit, bringing the be- 
lieving Gentiles into the Body as the be- 
lieving Jews were brought in at Pente- 
cost. But Cornelius was not circumcised, 
and this verse and others seem to favor) 
the view that he and his household were 
regenerated by the Spirit, as well as bap- 
tized by the Spirit; when Peter preached 
(cf. Acts 10:43; 11: 18; 15:9, 11). 


Verse 15.—As I began to speak, the 
Holy Ghost fell on them, as on us at the 
beginning. At Pentecost only Jews were 
baptized and they. had no thought that 
any others would be; hence their amaze- 
ment (10:45). See Special Topics. 


Verse 18.—Glorified God. Who doeth 
all things well (cf. Rom. 11: 33-36): “Also 
to the Gentiles granted repentance unto life. 
Without becoming Jews, they are to havé 
good news predched to them that they 
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may repent arid believe, resulting in ‘eter- 

nal life (John 20: 31);

Verse 16—I am not ashamed of ‘the 
gospel. That is to say, he is proud of it; 
he glories in ‘it (Gal. 6:14). It ts the 
power of God. Not-only that it is good 
news of God’s power to save, but the Word 
of the message is full of power (Luke 1: 
37). Unto salvation. It requires all the 
mighty power of God to save a soul (Isa. 
45:22; Zeph. 3:17; Job 40:14). To every 
one that believeth. Not to every one, The 
blood of Christ is the ground of forgive- 
ness; faith is the condition. To the Jew 
first, and also to the Greek. God’s order 
is to reach the Gentile through the Jew; 
the Jew is first in privilege, also in re- 
sponsibility; in judgment, as well as in 
glory (Acts 3: 25, 26; 13:46, 47; Rom. 
2:9). ; 

Verse 17.—Therein is the righteousness 
of God vevealed. Not that God’s right- 
eous character is made known, but “a right- 
eousness of God” is provided, through 
Christ, for those devoid of righteousness 
(cf. Rom. 3:21, 22, R. V.;. Phil. 3:9). 
From faith to faith. It begins by faith 
and goes on in faith. The just shall live 
by faith (Hab. 2:4; Gal. 3:11; Heb. 10: 
38). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The heart of the Bible’ is John three. 


sixteen. For that verse is a revelation of 
the heart of God. No man could ever 
have conceived such love. There are two 
things in the verse that the natural man 
will not accept: the holiness and judgment 
of God, and the unfathomable love of 
God. There is a denial ‘of John three 
sixteen today by those who. teach that all 
religions are ways to God; these false re- 
ligions are ways to destruction; they lead 
from God, not to God; Christ is the one 
Way. There is a denial of John three six- 
teen also in the practice of the Church, 
leaving more than seven hundred millions 
without the news that God’s love Gift. is 
for them. Let us believe John, three six- 
teen, and act upon it—for ourselves ‘and 
for ‘all men, —

How striking 
is it that practically all of these spiritual 
crises were combined in Paul’s one experi- 
ence of conversion and commission. 


The Gentile “Pentecost.” The first group 
to be baptized by the Spirit were the Jews 
at Pentecost, thé second, the Samaritans 
at Samaria, the third, the Gentiles in the 
house of Cornelius. The Gentiles were 
baptized ‘without the laying on of hands, 
God taking the matter directly into his 
own control. Acts is a transition period 
in which all the separate groups are bap- 
tized into one Body, with outward signs 
to indicate the work of God (Acts 10: 46). 
Individual Jews, Samaritans, and Gentiles 
who are subsequently saved, are united to 
Christ and to other Christians by the bap- 
tism of the Spirit (see 1 Cor. 12:13).

At the Quaker Funeral.—Then hath

There is great joy in 
birth because it is the reception of a. great 
present, the greatest of all presents, the 
gift of a life. Life is full of happiness and 
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laughter, loving friends and relatives, music, 
beauty, the song of birds, the caress of 
the zephyrs, arid alk the joy of- just mere 
living. 

Then we come to the second: door or gate. 


‘The joys are gone. Jn place of laughter 


we have tears. And. this is what is hap- 


' pening here right now. 


The. sweet little Quaker preacher, after 
picturing the sickness and the suffering and 
the dissolution, stopped and sat down. 

I said to myself,-“Friend Branson, why 
did thee not go on right through that sec- 


‘ond door that the Scriptures have opened 


to us? There are more happiness and joys 
beyond that. second door than mortals have 
dreamed of. . Talk about gifts. The great 
gift. of God is Eternal Life. A -life where 
there is no sorrow or suffering, but an ex- 
istencé in happy occupation about the Mas- 
ter’s business. A life in which I am hoping 
I may find a place in the employ of the 
Angel of the Lord, rolling away stones 
and looking after the little folks, and en- 
camping around the Lord’s chosen (Psa. 
34:73 Matt. 18:10). 

Yes, I think if there had not been so 
many who spoke I would have taken the

AY, fellows, Peter “heard a voice,” and 


it changed all his plans. It changed 
his attitude toward all mankind. It changed 
his view of the Cross of Calvary. It gave 
him a‘ fresh and clearer understanding of 
his Lord. It- was God’s voice that spoke 
to Peter there on the housetop at Joppa. 
Peter thought salvation was only for the 
Jews; Gentiles. were unclean, unworthy, 
and beyond the pale. . The voice of God set 
him straight, and from. that time he 
preached satvation to the Gentiles. It was 
a complete reversal of form for Peter, but 


he was very happy in it; and because he 


was obedient to the voice, Peter’s ministry 
was a glorious success. 

It is interesting to note some other great 
careers that were rounded into form by 


‘the voice of God, and how in crises that 


have come to the great servants of the 
Lord his voice has spoken in such a way 
as to correct their misconceptions and to 
steer them mto the pathway that led to 
glorious and happy service. 

Noah would never have built an ark if 
he had not heeded God’s voice. Abraham 
would have remained at Haran if he had 
not answered the call of God to “Get thee 
out of thy country, and from thy kindred, 
and from thy father’s house, unto a land 
that I will shew thee.” Moses would have 
remained at the back of the desert a fright- 
ened, stammering fugitive, if -he had--not 
hstened to:the voice in the burning bush. 
Gideon would have continued to thresh: his 
wheat in hiding from the Midianites until 
they found him and plundered him, instead 
of going out to win a mighty victory over 
them, if he had not-heeded God’s challenge 
under the oak at Ophra.. Ekjah would 
probably have wept his lonesome self to 
death under the juniper: tree if he -had not 
heard -the voice: saying, “Arise and- eat.” 
The. yoice came to’ John the Baptist -in 
the wilderness: and sent‘ him forth to -the 


banks of the Jordan to proclaim the arrival ° 
of the Lamb of God on earth, and:to-bap- - - 


tize Jesus the Son of God in that same 
stream. It was the voice that sent Philip 
down to the desert and then to start him 
running toward the chariot of the Ethio- 
pian treasurer. And, oh, fellows, think of 
what the voice did for Saul of Tarsus on 
the Syrian plain, overthrowing his false 
conception of service to God and turning 
him squarely. around. from. a mad career 
of persecution and slaughter of. Christ’s 
followers, and into the most. wonderful

How the Lesson is Taught This Week

E HAVEN’T heard a thing about 
Peter for a long time, so we’re very 
glad to have him in our lesson today.

He saw a great sheet gath- 
ered together at the four corners, let 
down from Heaven, and in it were all 
kinds of four-footed beasts, wild beasts, 
creeping things, and fowls of the air. And 
a voice said, “Rise, Peter, kill and eat.” 
But Peter said, “No, Lord; for I have 
never eaten any unclean animals.” And 
the voice spoke again and said, “What God 
hath cleansed, call not thou unclean.” 

Three times Peter saw this vision, and 
while he was wondering what it meant, 
the three Romans arrived and asked for 
Peter, and the Holy Spirit told Peter three 
men were there to see him, and to go with 
them, for He had sent them. So Peter 
went down, and they told him of Cornelius, 
the Roman centurion. They stayed with 
him that night, and the next day Peter 
went with them to Czsarea to the house 
of Cornelius. When they arrived, they 
found a houseful of friends. and relatives 
of Cornelius gathered there. Cornelius told 
Peter how an angel had told him to send

S THERE a way to tune in the good and 

to tune out the evil of what we see and 
hear and think? First, we must recognize 
that the type of receiver has a great deal 
to do with what is received or shut out. 
It is possible to recognize that certain 
things are evil, and be powerless before 
their appeal. 

Naturally, our ears and eyes and minds 
do not make for perfect reception. We 
saw some weeks ago when our young peo- 
ple’s prayer meeting considered the topic, 
“Conscience, the Divine Voice in Man,” 
that conscience was not always trustworthy. 

We find the eye frequently mentioned 
in the .Bible as imperfect. We read of 
the scornful eye, the mocking eye, the 
covetous eye; the offensive eye, and the 
eye in which there is a mote or beam. We 
learn of the ear that is itching for evil, 
and of the ear that is shut. 

These imperfect receivers cannot pos- 
sibly admit thoughts and pictures and 
sounds that are true and worth while, or 
be relied upon to shut out those things 
that should not enter. In this matter of 
tuning in good and tuning out evil we need 
to be sure that the receiver is first trans- 
formed into a reliable one, by having our 
consciences purged and cleansed and our 
eyes and ears transformed by the miracle 
working power of the Lord Jesus. We 
need to be made a new creation in him, 
and to be made sensitive to that which 
ts right and wrong before we may expect 
to have very much success in the business 
of- tuning.

But once having accepted. the Lord Jesus 
as our Saviour and having been trans- 
formed by. his power, there is much. that 
we can do in the matter of receiving those 
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things. that are ‘right. and. good. and true 
and pure and shutting. out «those things 
that are evil. ‘We have control over what 
We readand the things at which we look. 
When we. deliberately. expose ourselves to 


. those things that are suggestive and_ ques- 


tionable, need we be surprised if our minds 
produce thoughts that are unwelcome? 
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Do you. suppose a Christian can delib- 
erately. feed: upon -some of. the impure 
books that masquerade as modern litera- 
ture, or watch the‘suggestive movies: that

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by such things? Do you suppose that a 
Christian .caz: frequent those places where 
impure languagé is heard or associate with 
those who speak scornfully of sacred things 
and not be affected by such talk? It can’t 
be done. In this day and age such impurity 
is all about us, and unless we exercise the 
God-given right of every Christian to tune 
out evil by refusing to frequent those places 
and associat:~with those companions that 
will subject us to it, our lives will be 
flooded with all sorts of vile things. 


But, perhaps, some of us are saying, “I 
cannot always avoid seeing and hearing 
wrong things. It is necessary for me to 
work where I am subjected to evil sights 
and evil sounds. I must go to a school 
where I cannot help hearing bad language 
or*evil talk.” That is a different matter, 
and God is able to undertake for us when 
we, through no choice of our own, are 
forced into such circumstances or situa- 
tions over which we have no control. The 
danger comes when we deliberately put 
ourselves into such places or with, such 
companions. 


And what we. tune in will have a great 


deal to do with our success. in tuning out 
‘that which is unwelcome. 


When we have 
tuned in prayer with our heavenly Father 
in the morning watch, when we are hav- 
ing regular periods of tuning in upon God’s 
Word for reading and for Bible study, 
when we have tuned in with worth while 
Christian companions and Christ-directed 
Christian activities, the filth that we un- 
avoidably Hear and see will be cleansed 
away and will not defile us, and many 
of our tuning out problems will be auto- 
matically solved, 

Most of our tuning out difficulty comes 
through failure to tune in upon God’s will 
for our lives and the simple means that 
he gives us for carrying out that will. 
With the Lord Jesus in control of our 
eyes, lips, ears, and minds, the evil that 
forces itself upon us through the necessity 
of environment will be dealt with by the 
One who alone can neat deal with 


all evil.

A two volume edition, in cloth at- $23.50 
and in sheepskin at $30, affords greater con- 
venience in. handling. .A third style; 123% 
by. 934 by 3-inches, is--printed on thin, 
‘opaque India paper and affords a beautiful 
and convenient single volume. In tan library 
buckram with gilt top, this style sells for 
$27.50;. in full seal grain leather, rich. dark 
brown, with gilt top, the price is $35.

Ht is suggested that those ordering 
should: send money. with the order, and at 
approximately the same rate as the Eng- 
lish edition, postage extra.
